All -Aboard for Portland 
in 1928 


Definite dates for the annual 
meeting of the National Tubercu- 
losis Association to be held in Port- 
land, Ore., in 1928 have now been 
fixed for the week of June 18. 
The meeting will follow immediate- 
ly after that of the American Medi- 
cal Association, which meets in Min- 
neapolis from June 11 to 15. It is 
also expected that the meeting will 
be the week after the widely-famed 
rose festival in Portland, thereby 
giving visitors a chance to appreciate 
the roses of that city at the height of 
the season. In view of the happy 
experience of the 125 people who 
traveled to Santa Barbara in 1923 
on the special train gotten up by the 
National Association, arrangements 
for a similar special party are now 
being considered. The attention of 
all members and others who plan to 
attend the meeting is earnestly called 
to the following proposals. 

Roughly speaking, it is anticipated 
that there will be two types of per- 
sons who may attend the meeting 
from the Eastern and Middle West- 
ern states: 

First, those who must, for business 
and other reasons, proceed to Port- 
land as directly and rapidly as possi- 
ble. This group will also include 
those who are going to Portland im- 
mediately following the meeting of 
the American Medical Association. 
Because of the short period allowed 
between these two meetings (three 
days), relatively little time for 
sightseeing between Minneapolis and 
Portland will be available. The 
Northern resorts, furthermore, will 
probably not be open in time. 

A second group who will attend 
the meeting are those who can and 


would like to make a more leisurely 
trip to the coast, doing some sight- 
seeing en route. 

Arrangements to accommodate 
both types of travelers to the annual 
meeting with special train or special 
cars are under consideration and 
will be completed if a sufficient re- 
sponse to the suggestions here offered 
is received. 


Tour A—Direct Route 
For the first named group, which 
is made up of those who must travel 
directly, arrangements will be made 
to go from Minneapolis to Portland, 


via the Northern Pacific Railway. 
The American Medical Association 
closes its sessions on Friday, June 
15. Leaving Minneapolis via the 
North Coast Limited at 11:30 that 
evening the special party would ar- 
rive in Portland Monday morning, 
June 18, at seven o'clock, in’ plenty 
of time for the annual meeting. 
Special cars will be provided for the 
National Tuberculosis Association 
party. 

Those who take this route may 
plan a return trip either through 
California, the Grand Canyon and 
the Southwest; through Yellow- 
stone Park, via Gardner with exit via 
Cody, returning through Denver 
and Colorado Springs; through Yel- 
lowstone Park going in and out at 
Gardner returning via St. Paul or

by one of the other northern routes 
taking in the Canadian Rockies, 
Alaska or Glacier National Park. 
If readers of the Bulletin have pref- 
erences as to other routes than the 
Northern Pacific, it is hoped that 
such preferences may be indicated. 


Tour B—Indirect Route 


For those who can plan a more 
leisurely trip before the meeting and 
particularly for those who might 
wish to take some of their vacation 
before the annual meeting, anticipat- 
ing more vacation possibly after the 
meeting, a special sightseeing tour 
with a special train is being consid- 
ered. In order to give tuberculosis 
workers the best possible opportun- 
ity to see the west for their money, 
the trip is being planned via the 
Santa Fe Railway from Chicago, to 
reach the following points of special 
interest: Colorado Springs, includ- 
ing the Pikes Peak region; Albu- 
querque, and vicinity; The Grand 
Canyon; Southern California, in- 
cluding Riverside, Los Angeles, San 
Diego, Catalina Islands, etc., Yose- 
mite National Park; San Francisco 
and a number of other points of in- 
terest en route. Stopovers ranging 
from half a day to three days can be 
arranged at the points mentioned. 

The going trip from New York 
would take approximately twelve 
days and would allow for ample 
stopovers at all points of interest. 

No special return party is being 
planned. Those who take this trip, 
therefore, and visit Southern Cali- 
fornia and other Southwestern re-

Approximate Cost of Trips 


The approximate cost of the two 
trips outlined here is as follows: 

(It should be noted that these 
costs are subject to slight variations, 
but they are reasonably accurate.)

(Note: The round trip fare from New

Tour A is via the Northern 
Pacific Railroad direct to Portland. 
The return trip is via San Francisco, 
Los Angeles and Southern California 
and thence over Santa Fe Railroad to 
Grand Canyon, Albuquerque, Colo- 
rado Springs, Denver and Chicago. 
Return trip may also be made over 
Southern Pacific Railroad from Los 
Angeles if desired. Yosemite Park 
can be included in return trip also 
between San Francisco and Los An- 
geles at additional expense. The esti- 
mate of expenses for this trip includes 
all hotel rooms and meals en route 
with the exception of those in Port- 
land during the meeting. Special 
cars can be arranged out of Chicago 
or Minneapolis for this tour as far as 
Portland, but return trip will be as 
desired, though special parties will be 
arranged if a sufficient number so 
desire. 

For Tour B the Santa Fe Rail- 
road will furnish, if the required 
number (125) is secured, their best 
equipment including a Fred Harvey 
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special dining car, a new type of ob- 
servation car, a club car and the latest 
Pullman service. The estimated costs 
for Tour B do not include hotels, 
meals, nor side-trips on the return 
trip, but do include all railroad fare, 
except side-trips returning, and all 
Pullman fare. Add from $100.00 to 
$200.00 to Tour B to cover such ex- 
penses, depending upon return route 
selected. 


On the basis of these figures we 
estimate that anyone contemplating 
attendance at the Portland Meeting 
can do so easily on less than $500 
including a circle tour and all ex- 
penses. 

It is, of course, recognized that not 
many people can make final arrange- 
ments for their summer plans _ in 
1928 so far ahead, but in order to 
get some idea as to what the wishes 
of the members and friends of the 
National ‘Tuberculosis Association 
might be in regard to special trains, 
it is earnestly requested that you and 
your friends write to us expressing 
your preference for one or the other 
of the two suggested trips, or for 
any other trip that you might pre- 
fer. On the strength of these re- 
sponses such arrangements will be 
made as will suit the greatest num- 
ber of those interested. 

It is anticipated that, if at least 
125 persons signify their willingness 
to go via either route, a special train 
can be secured. If 20 or more peo- 
ple signify their intention of going, 
a special car or cars can be secured.

A. L. Mills 


On August 11, at his home in 
Portland, Mr. A. L. Mills, president 
of the Oregon Tuberculosis Associa- 
tion, passed away after a short illness. 
Mr. Mills was sixty-nine years old 


and had spent more than half of his 
life in the development of Portland 
and the Pacific Northwest. 


To tuberculosis workers Mr. 
Mills was known everywhere 
throughout the Northwest, but more 
particularly in Oregon. From the 
day that the National Tuberculosis 
Association organized the Oregon 
Tuberculosis Association under some- 
what stormy auspicies in 1915, Mr. 
Mills has been a tower of strength 
to that organization and the whole 
tuberculosis movement in his state. 
To Mrs. Saidie Orr Dunbar, the ex- 
ecutive secretary of the Oregon Tu- 
berculosis Association, he was a con- 
stant counsellor and helpful friend, 
as well as a generous contributor. 
Mr. Mills’ interest in tuberculosis 
was also evidenced by the fact that as 
early as 1909, he personally helped 
to secure legislation creating the Ore- 
gon Sanatorium. He was also largely 
responsible for the establishment in 
1905 of the Portland Open-air Sana- 
torium, the first medical director of 
which was the widely known writer 
on health subjects, Dr. Woods 
Hutchinson. The Sanatorium is at 


present conducted by Doctors Ralph 
W. and Ray C. Matson. The Mills 
Open Air School, a model of its kind, 
also commemorates Mr. .Mills’ in- 
terest in tuberculosis. 

Mr. Mills was prominent in finan- 
cial circles, being president of the 
First National Bank, the leading 
bank in Portland, and vice-president 
of one of the other large financial 
institutions, besides having financial 
interests in many other types of in- 
stitutions. 


Booklet on Children’s Diet 


A booklet entitled “Every Child’s 
Dietary for Mothers and Children” 
is published by the National Federa- 
tion of Day Nurseries, 105 East 
22 Street. The book contains charts 
showing when to serve meals to 
children, proper portions of vari- 
ous foods for children at different 
ages, and the amounts of each kind 
of food children should have for 
healthy growth and development. It 
also contains menus for different age 
groups. About half of the book is 
devoted to recipes and appetizing 
dishes.

Playwriting Contest for High Schools 


Promoted by the National Tuberculosis 
Association 


RULES 


The contest is open to public 
high schools (junior and senior) 
and to private and parochial 
schools of the same grade. 
Plays must deal with some aspect 
of individual or community 
health or hygiene. 
Plays must be produced before 
an audience and must run no 
longer than 30 minutes. 
Plays must represent the com- 
bined efforts of a class or group 
of high school students; the con- 
test is not intended for indi- 
vidual students. 
Plays must be accompanied by a 
statement signed by the principal 
of the competing school that the 
play as submitted has been pro- 
duced before an audience. This 
statement should also give: 

a. An estimate of the propor- 
tionate contribution of the 
several classes and groups of 
the school toward writing 
and staging the play. 

In considerable detail, just 
how the work was done; how 


the costumes and _ scenery 
were made; their cost, as 
well as the cost of the entire 
project. 

6. Plays must be typewritten on 
sheets 814x11 inches; mailed flat, 
not rolled; state in the upper 
right hand corner of the first 
sheet the approximate playing 
time; and be plainly marked 
with the name of the school and 
name of the principal or teacher 
in charge of the project. A one 
paragraph summary of the plot 
and the purpose of the play 
should be included on this first 
sheet. 

Do not submit plays direct to the 
National Tuberculosis Associa- 
tion. The contest in your sec- 
tion is in charge of the state as- 
sociation and plays should be sent 
to that office. If you do not 
know the address of your state 
association, write to the national 
office for that information. 

. The final date for receipt of 
plays in the National office is 
May 1, 1928.

Eight prizes are offered for the 
plays considered by the judges to be 
the best for their dramatic value and 
their power in carrying a_ health 
message to the audience. These 
prizes will be paid to the school or 
school group responsible for writing 
and producing the play.

N. Y. Association Produces 
Dental Film 


A new motion picture entitled 
“Tommy’s Troubles,” whose purpose 
is to explain the reasons for dental 
hygiene, has been produced for the 
New York Tuberculosis and Health 
Association, 244 Madison Avenue, 
New York. The story of the film 
is as follows: 

Tommy is an average boy of six, 
confronted with the rules of good 
conduct and the A B C of education. 
Among his hardest tasks, however, 
are the so-called health habits, and 
of these mouth hygiene appeals to him 
the least. 

Tommy, contrary to his mother’s 
counsel, prefers pancakes and coftee 
to cereals and fruits. With an easy 
conscience he throws the breakfast 
eggs at the ashman, serves the milk to 
the pussy, and glibly assures his 
mother that he has consumed them 
both. Then he’s off to school! There 


the teacher tells a tale about Pin- 


nochio, whose nose grew longer the 
more numerous and the greater the 
fibs he told. That night Tommy 
dreams that his nose has grown 
longer, and that there is a painful 
twitching in his jaws. <A fairy ap- 
pears to warn him both as to his nose 
and his teeth. She also brings forth 
a microscope and, through it, Tommy 
beholds the dirt and microbes that 
thrive in an unclean mouth. 

The fairy then produces an ani- 
mated picture on the wall. In it a 
gnome standing in a forest motions 
to his assistants.
